BEING URGED 


Waterworks Department Has Dif- 
ficulty Supplying City With 
Pure Water 


The waterworks department has al- 
ways had a struggle to keep the city 
properly supplied with filtered water, 
and the plant is ia that condition that 
rv requires to be enlarged and repair- 
ed, 

While dealing with this matter ot | 
inoreasing the facilities for purifying | 
the water, the department is asking 
that a fresh system he put into vogue 
and that the water be purified by 
means of liquid chlorine sterilization 
instead of hypochiorine dosing as at 
present used, 

It is claimed that the liquid chler- 
tne system requires less labor in work- 
Ing, and that the cost is much less, the 
Interstate Water Co. of Danville, Il, 
stating that to sterilize water with hy- 
pochlorine costs 49 cents per million 
fallons against liquid chlorine at 22 
cents, 

Tenders for inereasing the purifiea- 
tion plant have been asked for by the 
Commissioners, and four have heen 
received, as Mllows: 

General Supply Co., of Winnipeg, 
Canada, $832.60; Flectro Bleaching 
Gas Co,, New York, $832.60; Gorman, 
Glancy and Grindley, Edmonton, $1,- 
120 (chlorine at 20 cents per lb.); The 
Smiley Co., Edmonton (chlorine at 19 
cents per Ib,) 

The two last-mentioned tenders are 
for similar apparatus, Wallace and 
a Manuel Contol Chiorina- 
or. 

In placing these tenders before the 
Commissioners the Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Waterworks Depart- 
ment suggests that if the money for 
the capital expenditure cannot be pro- 
vided that it should be paid for out of 
revenue, as the saying in operation on 
the use of the Uquid chlorine system 
would soon cover the cost of equip- 
ment,

Crop Yield 

On account of the prices of grain, 
there was some falling off in the pro- 
duction of hogs, even though the mar- 
ket for pork was very high. Never 


jin the history of the Province have 
such prices been paid and those who 
wére fortunate enough to have hogs 
for sale secured large profits. 


As the fall season approached there 
was an evident demand for breeding 
sows, so that the coming season will 
doubtless see an increase in hog pro- 
duction, 
Coyote Pest 


During the fall there was an active 
demand for breeding ewes to form 
small farm flocks. The coyote pest 
has prevented many men from estab- 
ene small flocks of sheep on farms, 
but on account of the high price of 
mutton and wool a large number of 
men have fenced against coyotes and 
are determined to share in the profits 
of this very remunerative industry. 
During the fall season there was a 
heavy movement of stockers through- 
out the Province. This movement 
was materially assisted by the rail- 
ways introducing a reduction in freight 
rates of 25 per cent. on all stockers 
shipped from certain central points. 

Edmonton Stock Yards 

Inthe city of Edmonton the Edmon- 
ton Stock Yards were established about 
midsummer and opened for business 
as a public market for live stock. 
These yards have been well patronized 
and will prove a very great heip to 
the live stock business in the northern 
portion df the Province. On account 
of grain prices there will be very few 
steers fed for the spring market, but 
there is little doubt that the price for 
finished spring beef will be exceed- 
ingly high. 


Marketing Farm Products 

During the season the Department 
issued a bulletin on the production 
ane handling of timothy seed. This 

was widely distributed and doubt- 
less served to encourage a number of 
farmers to save the hay crop for tim- 
othy seed production, Mr, J. D. 
Smith, Superintendent of the Seed 
Branch, visited Eastern Canada dur- 
ing the summer and investigated the 
possibilities of marketing Alberta tim. 
othy seed at various points. He suc- 
ceeded in interesting a number of 
eastern buyers in our seed, Already 
some 40 cars have been shipped to 
wee « Canada, 

Reports Encouragmg 

me reports which the Department 
has received on Alberta seed from 
these seedsmen are most encouraging. 
They have invariably referred to the 
bold, bright, plump quality of the ker- 
nel as compared with seed which can 
be secured elsewhere, Although the 
prices this season have not been par- 
ticularly high, yet those who pro- 
duced seed on a large scale will be 
very well pleased with the amount 
which they were able to realize, and 
there is no doubt that timothy seed 
production will become an important 
branch of the farming business of this 
country, When Mr. Smith was in the 
East he also visited several buyers of 
potatoes and was successful in bring- 
ing a number of eastern firms in touch 
with Alberta producers and dealers. 
Already some 2,000 cars have been 
shipped to Eastern Canada at very 
remunerative prices. A movement 
also commenced to points iu the Un- 
but owing to the strict 
American regulations regarding in- 
spection for disease the movement 
stopped in the middle of the season. 

Dairy Products 

Notwithstanding the fact that high 
prices have been prevalent for grain, 
the production of butter and cheese in 
the Province has increased during the 
year. Phenomenal prices have been 
secured for creamery butter. Ship- 
ments were made to England by the 
Dairy Commissioners of the three 
Western Provinces. It is particularly 
gratifying to note that the contribu- 
tion from Alberta commanded the 
highest price, and furthermore, that 
the whole shipment met with the ap- 
proval of old country dealers. Most 
gratifying letters have been received 
from men who handled this butter. 
Shipments were also made to Eastern 
Ganada markets where good prices 
were realized. The Coast trade con- 
tinues to improve, with the result that 
very little New Zealand butter is now 
being sold on coast city markets.
